SUBJECT: UNFICYP: FM ROLANDIS DISCUSSES DRAFT RESOLUTION 

1. SUMMARY: CYPRUS FM ROLANDIS PRESENTED DRAFT 
RESOLUTION TO EXTEND UNFICYP MANDATE TO AMB. LEONARD ON 
JUNE 13. ROLANDIS ASKED FOR U.S. CAREFUL CONSIDERATION 
AND SUPPORT. LEONARD REPLIED WE WOULD REPORT FULLY ON 
ROLANDIS' PROPOSED DRAFT BUT WERE DOUBTFUL IF USG OR 
MAJORITY OF COUNCIL MEMBERS WOULD BE AMENABLE TO AMEND- 
MENTS OR A NEW DRAFT AT THIS LATE STAGE. END SUMMARY. 

2. FOREIGN MINISTER ROLANDIS, WHO REQUESTED APPOINTMENT 
WITH AMB. LEONARD JUNE 13, REMARKED THAT THE CYPRIOT 
DRAFT RESOLUTION ON UNFICYP IS MORE REALISTIC AND 
BRINGS UP-TO-DATE THE STATUS OF CONDITIONS ON THE ISLAND. 

HE SAID THE NEW ELEMENTS CONSIST OF PARAS DEALING WITH 
THE DEMILITARIZATION OF CYPRUS, EXPANDING THE PROCESS 
OF A SETTLEMENT BEYOND THE INTERCOMMUNAL TALKS, AND 
DRAWING ATTENTION TO GA RES 32/15 WHICH RECOMMENDED THAT 
THE SECURITY COUNCIL ADOPT ALL PRACTICAL MEANS TO PROMOTE 
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THE EFFECTIVE IMPLEMENTATION OF ITS RELEVANT RESOLUTIONS. 

ROLANDIS ASKED THAT US LOOK CAREFULLY AT DRAFT AND SUPPORT 
GOC POSITION. 

3. LEONARD REPLIED THAT USG WOULD REVIEW NEW DRAFT 
CAREFULLY BUT HE WAS DOUBTFUL THAT WE OR, IN FACT, MAJORITY 
OF SC MEMBERS, IN LIGHT OF PAST EXPERIENCE IN 
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ATTEMPTING TO MAKE DRAFTING CHANGES, WOULD 
BE ABLE TO RESPOND FAVORABLY. 

4. FOLLOWING PRESENTATION BY ROLANDIS ON 
QUALITATIVE DEFICIENCIES OF TURKISH CONSTITUTIONAL 
PROPOSALS, AND QUANTITATIVE DEFICIENCIES ON TERRITORIAL 
PROPOSALS, LEONARD URGED THAT GOC CONSIDER CAREFULLY 
THE OPTION THESE PROPOSALS AND LATER CLARIFICA- 
TIONS PRESENT. THE GOC SHOULD NOT MISS OUT ON THIS 
OPPORTUNITY TO LAUNCH A NEGOTIATION PROCESS WHICH COULD 
LEAD TO A FAIR SETTLEMENT. CONVERSATION CONCLUDED 
AMICABLY WITH ROLANDIS STRESSING "LACK OF BALANCE" 

IN CONSTITUTIONAL PROPOSALS, PARTICULARLY THE 
PHILOSOPHICAL ISSUE OF TURKISH CYPRIOT UNWILLINGNESS 
TO ACCEPT A MINORITY STATUS. 

5. COMMENT: AS REPORTED USUN 2362, SENSE OF SECURITY 
COUNCIL AT CONSULTATIONS ON JUNE 8 WAS CLEARLY IN DIRECTION 
OF MAKING TECHNICAL CHANGES ONLY IN LAST UNFICYP RENEWAL 
RESOLUTION. THIS VIEW WAS REINFORCED AS MEMBERS 
LEARNED THAT BOTH SIDES WERE PREPARING SEPARATE DRAFT 
RESOLUTIONS. SC PRESIDENT ROLON ANAYA (BOLIVIA) IS 
CONSULTING FURTHER WITH THE PARTIES TODAY, JUNE 13. 

UN SECRETARIAT (GLEISSNER) HAS TOLD US THAT CONSULTATIONS 
OF THE COUNCIL AS A WHOLE WILL PROBABLY BE SCHEDULED FOR 
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3:00 P.M. ON JUNE 14, WITH AN SC MEETING ON JUNE 15. 

GLEISSNER ADDED THAT GOC HAS HINTED AT A FURTHER SC 
MEETING ON CYPRUS PROMLEM AFTER THE UNFICYP MANDATE IS 
EXTENDED. GLEISSNER WONDERED WHETHER THIS "THREAT" 

MIGHT NOT BE AIMED AT BOLSTERING SUPPORT FOR THE CYPRUS 
DRAFT RESOLUTION ON UNFICYP. 

6. WE PLAN TO CONTINUE TO SUPPORT SIMPLE UPDATING OF SC 
RES 422 FOR RENEWAL OF UNFICYP MANDATE. THIS APPEARS 
TO BE THE ALMOST CERTAIN RESULT OF THE UPCOMING SC 
CONSULTATIONS AND THE COURSE LIKELY TO CAUSE THE LEAST 
FRICTION. 

7. TEXT OF GREEK CYPRIOT DRAFT RESOLUTION: 

BEGIN TEXT: 

TEXT OF A DRAFT RESOLUTION RECEIVED FROM CYPRUS 
THE SECURITY COUNCIL, 

NOTING FROM THE REPORT OF THE SECRETARY- 

GENERAL OF 31 MAY 1978 (S/12723) THAT IN EXISTING CIRCUM- 
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STANCES THE PRESENCE OF THE UNITED NATIONS PEACE- 
KEEPING FORCE IN CYPRUS IS ESSENTIAL NOT ONLY TO HELP 
MAINTAIN QUIET IN THE ILAND BUT ALSO TO FACILITATE THE 
CONTINUED SEARCH FOR A PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT, 

NOTING FROM THE REPORT THE PROPOSAL OF THE PRESIDENT 
OF CYPRUS FOR THE TOTAL DEMILITARIZATION AND DISARMAMENT 
OF THE REPUBLIC OF CYPRUS, 

NOTING ALSO FROM THE REPORT THAT THE FREEDOM OF 
MOVEMENT OF THE UNITED NATIONS PEACE-KEEPING FORCE IN 
CYPRUS AND ITS CIVIL POLICE IS STILL 

RESTRICTED IN THE NORTH OF THE ISLAND AND EXPRESSING 
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THE HOPE THAT WAYS WILL BE FOUND TO SURMOUNT THE REMAINING 
OBSTACLES, 

BEARING IN MIND GENERAL ASSEMBLY RESOLUTION 32/15 
RECOMMENDING THAT THE SECURITY COUNCIL ADOPT ALL PRACTICAL 
MEANS TO PROMOTE THE EFFECTIVE IMPLEMENTATION OF ITS 
RELEVANT RESOLUTIONS IN ALL THEIR ASPECTS, 

NOTING ALSO THE CONCURRENCE OF THE PARTIES CONCERNED IN 
THE RECOMMENDATION BY THE SECRETARY-GENERAL THAT THE 
SECURITY COUNCIL EXTEND THE STATIONING OF THE UNITED 
NATIONS PEACE-KEEPING FORCE IN CYPRUS FOR A FURTHER PERIOD 
OF SIX MONTHS, 
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NOTING THAT THE GOVERNMENT OF CYPRUS HAS AGREED 
THAT IN VIEW OF THE PREVAILING CONDITIONS IN THE 
ISLAND IT IS NECESSARY TO KEEP THE FORCE IN CYPRUS 
BEYOND 15 JUNE 1978, 

1 . REAFFIRMS THE PROVISIONS OF RESOLUTION 186 

(1964) OF 4 MARCH 1964, AS WELL AS SUBSEQUENT RESOLUTIONS 
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AND DECISIONS ON THE ESTABLISHMENT AND MAINTENANCE OF THE 
UNITED NATIONS PEACE-KEEPING FORCE IN CYPRUS AND OTHER 
ASPECTS OF THE SITUATION IN CYPRUS; 

2. REAFFIRMS ONCE AGAIN ITS RESOLUTION 365 (1974) OF 

13 DECEMBER 1974, BY WHICH IT ENDORSED GENERAL ASSEMBLY 
RESOLUTION 3212 (XXIX) ADOPTED UNANIMOUSLY ON 1 NOVEMBER 
1974, AND CALLS ONCE AGAIN FOR THEIR URGENT AND EFFECTIVE 
IMPLEMENTATION AND THAT OF ITS RESOLUTION 367 (1975) 

OF 12 MARCH 1975; 

3. REQUESTS THE SECRETARY-GENERAL TO FOLLOW UP THE MATTER 
OF THE IMPLEMENTATION AND REPORT ON THE PROGRESS THEREOF 
TO THE SECURITY COUNCIL NOT LATER THAN 1 DECEMBER 1978; 

4. CONSIDERS THAT THE TOTAL DEMILITARIZATION AND 
DISARMAMENT OF THE REPUBLIC OF CYPRUS WITHIN THE 
FRAMEWORK OF THE FULL IMPLEMENTATION OF THE UNITED NATIONS 
RESOLUTIONS ON CYPRUS WILL SERVE THE CAUSE OF INTERNATIONAL 
PEACE AND SECURITY AS WELL AS THAT OF A JUST 

SOLUTION OF THE CYPRUS PROBLEM; 

5. URGES THE PARTIES CONCERNED TO ACT WITH THE UTMOST 
RESTRAINT TO REFRAIN FROM ANY UNILATERAL OR OTHER ACTION 
LIKELY TO AFFECT ADVERSELY THE PROSPECTS OF FREE AND 
MEANINGFUL NEGOTIATIONS FOR A JUST AND PEACEFUL 
SOLUTION AND TO CONTINUE AND ACCELERATE DETERMINED 
CO-OPERATIVE EFFORTS TO ACHIEVE THE OBJECTIVES OF THE 
SECURITY COUNCIL; 

6. EXTENDS ONCE MORE THE STATIONING IN CYPRUS OF THE 
UNITED NATIONS PEACE-KEEPING FORCE ESTABLISHED UNDER 
SECURITY COUNCIL RESOLUTION 186 (1964), FOR A FURTHER 
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PERIOD ENDING 15 DECEMBER 1978, IN THE EXPECTATION THAT 
BY THEN SUFFICIENT PROGRESS TOWARDS A FINAL SOLUTION WILL 
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MAKE POSSIBLE A WITHDRAWAL OR SUBSTANTIAL 
REDUCTION OF THE FORCE; 

7. APPEALS AGAIN TO ALL PARTIES CONCERNED TO EXTEND 
THEIR FULLEST CO-OPERATION SO AS TO ENABLE THE UNITED 
NATIONS PEACE-KEEPING FORCE TO PERFORM ITS DUTIES 
EFFECTIVELY; 

8. REQUESTS THE SECRETARY-GENERAL TO CONTINUE HIS 
MISSION OF GOOD OFFICES IN THE SEARCH FOR A JUST AND 
LASTING SOLUTION OF THE CYPRUS PROBLEM IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH THE RELEVANT RESOLUTIONS OF THE UNITED 
NATIONS.
